Washington, D. C., Jan. i6.—[Spectal.}— 
Considerable anxiety has been manifested by 
republican leaders in congress regarding the 
general question as to whether there will be 
any disastrous results if there is a failure at 
this session to revise the tariff and also to 
enact anti-trust legislation. 


There is a strong political pressure being 


brought to bear to get the anti-trust bill re- 
ported to the house as soon as possible and 
passed by the senate before congress ad- 
journs, because it is believed that a failure 
to do this will have a disastrous effect upon 
the next elections. 

To get at the political side of the problem 
which now confronts congress, I asked Rep- 
resentative Joseph W. Babcock of Wiscon- 
sin, chairman of the republican congres- 
sional committee, to give me, for the benefit 
of the readers of Tue TRIBUNE, his opinion 
as to the political situation in view of the re- 
sults of the last congressional! elections. 

Immediately after the elections before clos- 
ing up. the headquarters in New York Mr. 
Babcock presented an analysis of the re- 
sult which attracted general attention. Since 
then he has gone pver the official returns 
and has studied them in the light of what 
the present congress has and has not done. 
He sees no defeat for the republican party 
in 1904, provided the party pledges are re- 
deemed and the recommendations of the 
president followed. 

_ Applying his analysis of the last vote, how- 
ever, Chairman Babcock declares that the 
republican party is in a position which is by 
no means impregnabie, and that its success, 
coupled with the election of President Roose- 
velt, depends largely if not entirely upon 
convincing the people that the party its in 
earnest im endeavoring to break down 


‘There are Significant features,” said 
Mr. Babcock, as hie leaned back in his chair 
at the corner desk fn the big room occupied 
by the District of Columbia committee, ‘‘ and 
those two features of the last election should 
never be lost sight of. They are, first, the 
loss of the republicans in the cities and the 
remarkable strength of the republicans in the 
agricultural sections. 

“I found this situation on my first analysis 
4 the book, and time has served to confirm 
t. 

“ This has been a period of great pros- 
perity. We have done more business and 
pol@d more goods, both at home and abroad, 
than ever before: Prices of agricultural 
products and manufactured articles have 
gone upward. The farmer has received more 
money for his crops than ever before, and 
yet the crops, as a whole, have been abund- 
ant. Manufacturing concerns have extended 
their operations enormously and business 
men have sokd more goods and at better 
prices than they anticipated. 
| “The farmer, the business man, and the 
manufacturer have been the principal benefi- 
claries of our extraordinary prosperity. The 
jaboring man has not had his wages in- 
creased on the whole in the same percentage 
that prices have increased. The man on a 
salary has not had his salary increased to 
any perceptible degree as a result of all this 
prosperity. 
|“ It follows, therefore, that while the farm- 
er, the merchant, and the manufacturer have 
made g0 much money that they can afford 
to pay more for the things, they eat and 
drink and wear, prosperity has been an actual 


loss to the salaried man, and a partial loss, . 


at least, to the laborer. 

| “Phe high price of beef and of fuel, com- 
bined with the increased rates of rent, of 
clothing, and of everything else that the 
poor man consumes, has naturally produced 
a spirit of unrest among the laboring men 
‘and the men with small salaries. They feel 
bitterly against the great corporations like 
the beef trust and the coal trust, and their 
resentment extends to the railroads and other 
great combinations of capital. 

“This situation explains the recent elec- 
tions. The farmers, the merchants, and the 
manufacturers stood by the republican party. 
‘The laboring men, the clerks, and the men 
with moderate salaries generally, who have 
‘been confronted with the largely increased 
cost of living without corresponding increase 
in income, drifted away from the republican 
parn in @ vague spirit of discontent with 

ona industrial and commercial condi- 
tions. 

“ss How does this analysis of the situation,” 
I asked, “affect the pending program in 
congress?” 

_ “If the republican party fails to redeem 
its pledges to do something to regulate the 
‘trusts and revise such portions of the tariff 
as have become burdensome, the constitu- 
‘encies will become distrustful of us, and the 
tendency to break away from the party, 
which has begun to be apparent in the cities, 
‘will continue. 

“Ig we redeem our pledges, pass a reason- 
able, conservative anti-trust law, and weed 
‘out of the tariff everything which tends to 
create a monopoly, the republican party will 
be returned to power by the people beyond a 
ghadow ofa doubt. Otherwise not. 

“Of course it was impossible to touch the 
tariff at the present short session. Every one 
‘knew that, and no reasonable man expected 
‘us to do anything. I feel certain we will 
‘pass an anti-trust law through the house, 
and I believe it will get through the senate, 
although that is by no means certain. 

“ ‘The theory advanced by many democrats 
that trust made articles should be put on the 
free list is a rank absurdity. It would do 
‘nothing but harm. It is our duty, however 
‘as republicans, to put the tariff strictly on a 


‘protective basis. By that I mean we should | 
‘abandon all prohibitory duties and reduce 


‘the rates to the figures which will simpi} 
protect the American workingman and ais?

LINER $7. LOUIS SIGHTED, 


VESSEL IS MOVING SLOWLY WHEN 
SEEN OFF NANTUCEET. 


Big Steamship Not Expected to Reach 


New York Until Late This Afternoon 
~Off_icers of Company BeMeve Difi- 
eulties with the Machinery Respon- 
sible for the Delay—May Have Been 


Driven Out of Regular Course by | 


Recent Violent Storms. 


Mass., Jan. 16,—[Special. ]— 


Through the medium of the wireless system 


word came ashore to the station here at 6:45 


o'clock tonight that the American line steam- 


ship St. Louis, for whose safety there had 
been some anxiety, was within twenty-four 
hours’ sail of Sandy Hook. 

Just what the trouble is on board the liner 
could not be ascertained, because of the in- 
ability of those on the south shoals lightship, 
forty miles southeast of here, to read its 
signals, but the conclusion reached was that 
either its steam power was low because of 
leaky boilers or the vessel had broken one 


of its twin shafts and was coming into wr 


under one propeller. 


Sighted by the Lightship. 

At 6:40 the men on the lightship caught 
sight of the St. Louis miles away, having 
seen the liner pass and repass many times. 
They were able to identify the vessel as the 
craft long overdue at New York, and the 
wireless operator on the ship immediately 
telegraphed the tidings to the station here 
and a message was sent at once to the offices 
of the American line in New York. 

As the steamer crept slowly along on the 
westward course a string of vari-colored 


flags was run up on the triatic stay, with 


the evident intention of definitely informing 
the lightship just what the cause had been 
for the long delay, 


Impossible to Read Signals. 

It was nearly dark and as there was a still 
gaie blowing the conditions rendered it im- 
possible for the observers to read the signais. 
The lightship men sent word to the station 
here that the St. Louls was proceeding on Its 
course for New York at a slow speed, and un- 
less it could increase it they Judged from the 
rate the ship was traveling that it could not 
reach Sandy Hook until Saturday evening. 
They were in doubt about the condition of the 
machinery, but expressed a belief that the 
vessel was unable to make high pressure in 
the boilers and ‘was obliged to 
crawl along. 

Another opinion advanced via the wireless 
was that one battery of the boliers had given 
out and left the machinery dependent upon 
those remaining for steam to turn the engines 
over. The idea was also advanced that one 
of the propeller shafts had been snapped in 
the heavy gales that must have been met ever 
since the vessel left Cherbourg. 


Relief to Company Officers. 


New York, Jan. 16.—[Special.)—News of 
the sighting of the St. Louis was a great 
relief to the officials of the American line, 
though they kept talking hopefully all the 


time and in spite of the leaky boilers of the 


ship. Clement A. Griscom Jr., manager of 
the International Navigation.company, this 


snorning said that he still retained his belief: 
that the St. Lduis had been delayed by bad. 


weather, coupled with amperes boilers. 


gel has met with any of the gnettenss which 
might well occur to any vessel. When we 
speak of leaky boilers we do not mean that 
the boilers were actually leaking; in steam- 
ship parlance it means that some of. the 
tubing was so impaired as not to make all sg 
steam required for good speed.”’ 


Friends Show Anxiety. 

The officers of the American line were kept 
busy today answering queries as to the over- 
due liner. Most of the inquiries from friends 
and relatives came by telegraph or tele- 
phone, but great numbers called at the office. 
Most of those who called, however,. had no 
friends or relatives aboard, merely being 
curious as to the ship’s whereabouts. 

It was said in Wall street today that there 
were about $2,500,000 of stocks and bonds on 
the St. Louis. Their nonarrival is causing 
inconvenience. 

The American line has been subjected to 
considerable criticism for not allowing its 
ships sufficient resting time between trips, 
and more particularly for dispatching the 
St. Louis when aware of the leaky condition 
of its boilers and without notifying intending 
passengers of that fact. To justify them- 
selves the officials have stated that the im- 
perfect condition of the boilers, while it re- 
duced the liner’s steaming power, did not 
imperil its safety, and they were unable to 
withdraw the St. Louis until the New York 
was ready to go into commission.

TWO DEAD IN GOTHAM FIRE; 
TRAINS RUN THROUGH FLAME. 


Shoppers and Women Employes in a 
Department Store Panic—Elevated 
Railroad Damaged. : 


New York, Jan. 16.—[{Special.]—Two per- 
sons were burned to death this evening as 
the result of a fire which swept Third avenue 
from One Hundred and Nineteenth to One 
Hundred and Twentieth street. They were 
Miss Hermia Joseph, 20 years old, the cash- 
ier, and Joseph Cottain, 54 years old, the en- 
gineer. 

The fire started in the department store of 
Aaron & Wertheimer at 1284-1292 Third ave- 
nue. This is an old three story wooden frame 
building. Besides a great number of women 
shoppers in the big store there were seventy- 
five women employés. These people, in a 
maddened, panic stricken rush, struggled 
and fought to get out of the building. 

The sweep of the flames inguifed the ele- 
vated structure at that point. All the wood- 
work on the road was burned off and the 
strength of the structure affected. All traffic 
on the tracks was held up. One engineer, 
before the fire reached its height, took his 
train through the flames in safety. All the 
windows of the cars were broken, however, 
and the cars themselves blistered.

Girl Dead, Escort Hurt, and 
Murderer Probably Fatal- 
ly Wounded by His — 

Own Hand. 


LIES IN WAIT TO KILL.

Crouched behind a storm door in the en- 
trance to the flat building at 6520 Vincennes 
avenue, Eugene J. Conlon, a rejected suitor, 
waited more than an hour last night for Miss 
Jennie Dwyer, the young woman who had re- 
fused to marry him. When, shortly after 8 
o’clock, she appeared with an escort, Frank 
| Fay Merritt, the jealousy crazed man opened 
fire on them. 

Merritt pitched forward at the first shot. 
wounded in the chin. The second bullet struck 
Miss Dwyer in the neck and she felil#back- 
ward down the steps. 

As the wounded girl staggered to her feet 
Conlin fired again, but missed her. Then he 
pressed the revolver against his right temple 
and fired again, falling into the yard, speahce2 
bly fatally wounded. 


‘Wounded Girl Soon Dies. 

So quickly was the deed done that when 
the first startled neighbors arrived Miss 
Dwyer was dying. She was carried into her 
home, in the second flat of the building, and 
expired in a few minutes. 

Merritt’e wound is not considered danger- 
ous, and he was taken to his home, at 715 
West Congress street. He is a nephew: of 
Gen. Wesley Merritt and a railway passen- 
ger agent at 111 Adams street. 

Conlin, the murderer, lives at 5801 Her- 
mitage avenue. He is a clerk in the post- 
office, but has been studying Idw at night 
for some time. 


Slayer Crazed by Jealousy. 

The murder of Miss Dwyer was inspired 
by Conlin’s mad jealousy. Though, so far 
as her family know, she had not seen her 
rejected suitor for two years, she had spok- 
en frequently of late of threatening letters 
she had received. She did not. appear to 
take the matter seriously, however, and her 
mother and sister were not alarmed. 

Merritt, who had known the young woman 
for two years, called at her home at 7 o'clock, 
and together they went for a walk. The 
police think Conlin saw them depart and, | 
crazed by jealousy, hid in the entrance to 
kill them when they returned. 

This belief is based on his reported threat 


It was shortly after 8 o'clock when the 
couple returned to the house. Laughing and 
talking, Miss Dwyer and her escort mounted 
the ,steps to the building, Merritt pulling 
open the storm door and stepping aside to 
permit the girl to’pass in first. 


Fires Without Warning. 

As he did so he saw a man in the gloom 
of the vestibule. Before Merritt could 
move Conlin stepped forward, revolver 
in hand. Without a word he leveled 
the weapon and fired. The bullet struck 
Merritt on the chin, and he fell to the 
ground. Quickly the revolver was again 
aimed and a second bullet pierced Miss 
Dwyer’s neck, severing the jugular vein. 

Then followed the third and fourth shots 
with hardly an instant between them. Mer- 
ritt had fallen when shot, but rose quickly 
to his feet. In his dazed condition he could 
not see Miss Dwyer, and, thinking she had 
fled unharmed, he staggered along the street 
in search of a physician. 
Just as he was entering the yard of Dr. 
A. H. Reading, at Sixty-sixth street and 
Cottage Grove avenue, Merritt was over- 
taken by Policeman McGarigle of the Wood- 
lawn station. The policeman attempted to 
stop him, but Merritt explained that he was 
going for a doctor and that others were in- 
jured at the Vincennes avenue house, Then, 
with the physician and the policeman, Mer- 
ritt hurried back to the house and was met 
at the door by the family of the girl. 


Relatives Find Dying Girl. 


In the flat above at the time of the shooting 
were Miss Dwyer's mother and sister, Mrs. 
John Healy and Agnes Dwyer. At the first 
revolver report they rushed to the front 
window, and, looking out, saw the wounded 
Conlin lying on the steps. Miss Dwyer was 
nowhere to be seen. 

Though fatally wounded the girl had stag- 
gered some distance and was found lying un- 
conscious at the foot of the steps of the 


| house occupied by James Daley, next door. 


She was carried to her home and into her 
room, where she died soon afterward with- 
out regaining consciousness. 

A crowd of neighbors soon gathered about 
Conlin, who lay unconscious below the 
porch. When the police and physicians ar- 
rived his wound was declared mortal, and 
with the arrival of the patrol wagon from 
the Woodlawn station he was taken to the 
Englewood Union hospital. 

From Miss Dwyer’s mother and sister the 
police secured more light on the motives of 
the murder. They told of Conlin’s former 
devotion to the girl and his threatening let- 
ters. They declared, however, that there 
never had been any engagement to wed. 


How Conlin’s Jealousy Grew. 


Lieut. McCann soon arrived and to him Mer- 
ritt told his story. He declared that he 
&d not know of the feeling Conlin entertained 
for the young woman whom he was escort- 
ing, and that Conlin’s appearance, revolver 
in hand, was not understood by him at the 
time. Merritt and Miss Dwyer were not 
engaged to be married, though the young 
man had been much in the company of the 
girl in the last six months, 

Conlin first met Miss Dwyer several years 
ago at the home of mutual friends on the 
west side. He seemed attracted to her from 
the first and soon became a frequent caller 
at the house, though her family say Miss 
Dwyer never found him particularly con- 
genial. 

About a year ago Conlin presented the 
girl with 4 diamond ring and asked her to 
wear it as a token of their engagement. Mise 
Dwyer promptly returned the ring and de- 
clared she never would marry him. With 
that Conlin’s calls at the house stopped 
abruptly, but he was often noticed by neigh- 
bors, and seemed to keep well informed as 
to the girl's friends and movements. 

Merritt met Miss Dwyer a year ago and, 
Hike Conlin, soon became a frequent caller at 
the house in Vincennes avenue.

Story of the Sister. 

The dead girl's sister told of the shooting 
as follows: 

“TI had stepped into the kitchen to see my 
mother when I heard the sound of shooting 
in front of the house, I heard four shots fired. 
As I hurried into the front room to look 
out of the window I could see several men 
running towards our house, and I told my 
mother that some one was shot as I hurried 
down the stairs. 

** When I got to the door I saw Mr. Merritt 
standing on the front sidewalk with a hand- 
kerchief covered with blood, which he was 
pressing to his face. On the walk I saw a 
dark form, which I afterwards learned was 
Conlin, for I did not recognize him at the 
time. : 
“Is Jennie shot?’ I asked of Mr. Merritt. 

““* No,’ he replied, ‘I don’t think any of 
the bullets hit her.’ 

Mother was coming down the etairs at 
the time and I hurried arqund the house, 
thinking that my sister had escaped the bul- 
lets and becoming frightened had hid some- 
where in the back yard. I could not find 
her, and as I reached the front of the house 
again some one said, ‘ Here she is.’ 

“IT hurried to the lawn in front of the house 
next door and on the snow I saw my sister 
lying in the shadow of the porch. She was 
breathing heavily, but she could not talk. 
Dr. Reading soon arrived, having been sum- 
moned by Mr. Merritt.’”’ 


Laughed at His Threats. | 

‘“* My sister never believed that Mr. Conlin 
would carry out his threats agairist: her," 
continued Miss Dwyer. ‘“‘ She used to laugh 
when she read his letters. When he was 
going with her Conlin told her that she could 
never love another man, for if she did he 
would kill her. 


“ He wanted her to accept a diamond soli- 


taire ring which he had purchased as an 
engagement present, but she refused to give 
him ther love and did not choose to accept 
the proffered gift. Often she received let- 
ters from Conlin and she would read them 


‘aloud to the rest of us. She would laugh on 


coming to some threatening expression and 
make the remark that the writer was harm- 
less. 


\ “ My sister and I received a remembrance 


from Mr. Conlin on Christmas. It wae in 
the shape of two decorated cards bearing the 
words ‘A merry Christmas and happy New 


Year.’ On the of the card he sent 
to my sister he wre, ‘With love from 
Eugene.’ 


Death Expected Before Morning. 

At the Englewood Union hospital it was 
stated early morning that Conlin would 
probably die ore dawn. The bullet which 
had penetrated his right temple was probed 
for and extracted. The missile was im- 
bedded in his brain. Policeman Weitzel of

Shortly 
after midnight Patrick Conlin, father of 
the wounded man, and the victim's sister 
arrived at the bedside of the dying man. 
They left an hour later, for the purpose of 
summoning the mother to be with her son 
before he died.

We have not taken any vote 
nor have we discussed the matter of our find- 
ings to any extent.”

on the coal famine today, but guarded their 
business secrets well. They named the prices 
they were receiving for fuel, but refused to 
tell from whom they purchased their sup- 
plies. The committee decided to make no 
effort to compel the unwilling witnesses. 
Most of them blamed the railroads for the 
whole situation. 

A. Beaumont Whitney of the firm of Whit- 
ney & Kemmerer of Philadelphia said that 
his firm is now paying $8 per ton for an- 
thracite at the mines, minus 1U per cent com- 
mission, whereas before the strike the price 


for getting the best price he could. it was 
impossible, he said, to get all the coal de- 
sired, even at the advapced price. 

Charlies D. Norton of Philadelphia said 
that within the last two weeks he had paid 
as high as $8.50 per ton for anthracite at the 
mines, which would make the price laid

TILLMAN DEFENDS HIS DEED. 


Physicians Report South Oarolina Ed- 
itor Shot by ace Governor 


_ Near Crisis. 


Columbia, 8. C., Jan: 16.—[{Specia!. ]—Physi- 
clans, after a consultation over N. G. Gon- 
zalez, the editor who was shot down on the 
street yesterday by Lieut. Gov. Tillman, late 
tonight issued a bulletin saying his condi- 
tion is critical and that the crisis is expected 
within a few hours. 

Gonzalez's condition and the tragedy are 
the only topics of conversation in the state. 

All day crowds gathered around the bulle- 
tin boards and talked of the affair, many de- 
nouncing Tillman. This morning, when the 
city schools assembled, the prayers included 
an appeal for the recovery of Mr. Gonzalez. 
At the South Carolina college prayers were 
offered for his recovery, and in the senate, 
where Tillman presided shortly before the 
shooting, the chaplain prayed for Mr. Gon- 
zalez. | 

Mr. Gonzalez issued the following state- 

“I was unarmed, and there was no cause 
for my assassination, but I die a martyr to 
a -good cause gladly. I have done nothing 
but my duty and have nothing to regret.”’ 

Tillman passed the day quietly and calm- 
ly in the county jail. He gave out the fol- 
lowing statement: | 

“I can only say that when the truth of 
the unfortunate affair is known my friends 
as well as the people, will know how thor. 
oughly I was justified in acting as I did. 
The statements already published in the 
papers are untrue, and at the proper time 
this I will be prepared to show.” 

It is understood that Tillman’s defense 
will be that he thought Gonzalez was armed 
and that he had a weapon in his coat pocket, 
and that he had his hands in his coat pocket.

NEW COMPANY TAKES UP ITS 
~ PROTEST AGAINST MINERS. 


Erie Closes Case Before Strike Commis- 
sion and Scranton Corporation Calls 
Witnesses to Contest Demands. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 16.—[{Special:]— 
Mine foremen and officials today testified 
before the strike commission, their evidence 
being presented to strengthen the operators’ 
charges that under the influence of the union 
the mineworkers restricted the production of 
anthracite and otherwise interfered with 
the discipline of the employés. 

The Erie company closed its case early 
in the day and the Scranton Coal company, 
which operates besides its own the collieries 
of the Elk Hill Coal and Iron company, then 
took up the attack on the demands of the 
miners. The companies turn their coal over 
to the New York, Ontario and Western rail- 
road, which virtually controls them. 

The witnesses testified generally that no 
blacklist exists, that the contract miners 
work on an.average of from six to seven 
hours &@ day, that the local unions compel 
} the men to load an equal humber of cars, 
thus restricting the output, that the men are 
careless in obeying orders, and that frequent 
petty strikes occur because a union man is 

for insubordination. 


Check Weighing Plan Approved. 

One inside foreman, in his testimony, said 
the. employment of a check weighman, in- 
sisted upon by the union, has proved to be a 
good thing for the company, because the 
miners sent to the surface cleaner coal—that 
is: coal swith little impurity in it. The ac- 
countant for the Scranton Coal company 
presented figures which showed that since 
a check docking boss was employed by the 
company at the request of the miners the 
dockage against the men has been reduced 
about one-half. The miners pay the wages 
of the check weighman and the check dock-. 
ing boss. 

Shows Wages Paid by Firm. 

Frank L. Northup, bookkeeper and ac- 
countant, explained the statements he had 
handed to the commission. The wage state- 
ment for the year 1901 showed that 786 
men worked less than four months: 758 
worked more than four months, and re- 
ceived under $400; 265 worked more than 
four months and received between and 
$500; 260 worked more than four months and 
earned between $500 and $600; 181 worked 
nearly full time and received between $600 
and $700; 78 worked full time and received 
between $700 and $800; 23 earned from $800 
to $900; 3 earned from $900 to $1,000; and 
8 received over $1,000.

| Robert Roberts, Defending Woman.

'|Officials of the garment workers assert 
that 210 special order women will desert 
their union today and that more will follow. 

“This struggie,’’ said Business Agent W. 
A. Olivey of the garment workers, “ began 
over a year ago, when the special order.men 
received a charter from the American Feder- 
ation of Labor. We have offered to give 
them locals of their own, their own consti- 
tution and officers, and support their present 
working conditions and wages. All has been 
refused.

CHILD LABOR LAW 


BILL PERFECTED FOR PRESENTA- 
‘MON TO LEGISLATURE. 


Employment of Boys Under Age in Pri- 
vate Bowling Alleys or in Any Place 
Where Intoxicating Liquor Is Sold 
Is Prohibited — School Certificates 
Made Mandatory — Protection to 
Health and Morals of Children Also 
Provided by the Measure. — 


The under aged “ pin boy ”’ will no longer 
find immunity in -private bowling alleys if 
the new child labor bill, whigh was com- 
pleted yesterday by the Child Saving league, 
is enacted into law by the present general 
assembly. 

Heretofore the alleys of clubs have: been 
immune from the attacks of the factory tn- 
spector. Under the proposed measure, which | 


ehild labor evil. Illinois, no da@iscrimina- 
tion is‘ 

The bill, which is one of the most strin-. 
gent of its kind ever framed, also prohibits 
the employment ‘of children under 14 years — 
old in any concert hall, theater, or place of 
amusement where intoxicating HMquors are 
sold or to pursue gainful occupation in any 
establishment. 


Must Not Work in School Hours. 

It also is provided that no child under 14 
years of age shall be employed at any work 
performed for wages or other compensation, 
to whomsoever payable, during the hours 
when the public schools are in session. 
Neither can'a child under legal age be em- | 
ployed at any work whatever before 6 o’clock | 
in the morning or after 10 o’clock at night. 
He cannot be required to work over ten 
hours a day. 

It is provided that in any city or town in 
which there is no public or parochial even- 
ing school, an age and school certificate 
shall not be approved for any child who can- 
not read at sight and write legibly simple 
sentences in the English language. A child 
who cannot pass the simple educational test 
may not be employed, unless proof is given 
that the child is in attendance at the even- 
ing school. 

Protects Health and Morals. 


To protect the young workers from phys- 
ical and moral injury. it is provided that no 
child under the age of sixteen shall be em- 
ployed at hazardous work endangering life 


or limb, or in which its health is likely to 


be impajred or its morals depraved. 

The orre objection against the bill yester- 
day was raised by ex-Judge Harvey B. Hurd, 
who asserted that people should not be pre- 
vented from securing employment simply 
because they cannot read or write. 

A committee was appointed by Chairman 
Bodine to go to Springfield in the interests 
of the bill. The conference also sanctioned 
the proposed compulsory education Dill, 
which increases the compulsory school at- 
tendance term from sixteen to forty weeks. 


Big Store Violates Factory Law. 

In thirty-three cases in Justice Wolff's 
court yesterday Charles Thorsen, superin- 
tendent for Siegel, Cooper & Co., was found 
guilty of violating the state factory law. He 
was charged with requiring children under 
16 years of age to work more than ten hours 
a day during the recent holiday season. 


Objects to Educational Bill. 


In the Chicago Teachers’ Federation Bulle- 
tin yesterday Miss Margaret Haley pro- 
tested against the educational bill drafted by 
the Civic federation. Miss Haley says the 
chief objection “‘is that the bill proposes 
to take the control of the public schools of 
Chicago away from the people of Chicago and 
vest it in the state legislature.”’

Wilhite, an employé of Otto Price’s saloon at 
Oak and Wells streets. A message last night 
informed Wilhite that Hoffarth had said that 
he also would shoot him. Wilhite loaded his 
revolver and declared he would be ready for 
Hoffarth. 

It is said, also, that another woman was 
the cause. of the family strife} Yesterday 
‘morning Mrs. Hoffarth went to seé her 
father, William Gibbons, who lives near 
Wells and Division streets, and her husband 
went there to see her and talk over their 
troubles. No agreement was reached and 
the couple went to the East Chicago avenue 
station. Inspector Campbell tried to effect 
a reconciliation but failed. Then he ad- 
vised Mrs. Hoffarth to secure a warrant for 
her husband’s arrest and ordered two patrol- 
men to accompany her home.

‘ Although not expressly stated, the reichs- 
tag’s resolution is almed directly at the 
United States and Argentine republic. Baron 
Heyl zu’ Hernsheim's, resolution expressly 
naming those governmetits was withdrawn. 


The socialista and radicals voted against 


the resolution. 

The adoption of the resolutions does not . 
necessarily imply their acceptance by the 
government. The government seldom accepts 
the reichstag’s resojutions. The significance 
of the proceeding is that the agrarians, by 
whose aid the government lately forced the 
tariff bill through the house, would prefer 
a tariff war with the United States toa com- 
mercial treaty. 

During the course of the debate today, 
Herr Gothein, radical liberal, said the Unit 
ed States observed the treaty.of 1828 loyal- 
ly, for the most favored nation clause in 
the present sense was unknown prior to the | 
Anglo-French ‘treaty of 1861. 

Prince Bismarck’s Speech. 

Prince Bismarck said that the 
States already is discr{minating against 
Germany under the agreement of 1900, since 
we do not get the same concessions as France 
and also Portugal in the case of effervescent 
wines. . He said: 

Expects American Concessions. 


“ Now that President Roosevelt has made 
a treaty. with Cuba, giving extraordinary 
concessions to her sugar, the United States 
will readily make us concessions, because 
Germany is her best customer. The*great 
mistake of the tariff convention was that we 
abandoned our agricultural interests for a. 
pittance. 

“The opinion has been expressed in the 
reichstag that the sharp la age used here 
against the United States will damage our 
interests in negotiating a new treaty with 
the United States. I hold the contrary 
opinion. It will strengthen the backbone of 
our negotiators when they can say: ‘We | 
should like to make concessions, but the 
wicked reichstag will not allow us.’ :There- 
fore, it is a good thing to beat the drum 
and say: ‘ We will not allow ourselves to be 
imposed upon any longer. Our lamb’s pa- 
tience is finally transformed into impa- 
tience.’ ”’ 


Austria Adopts Higher Teriff. 


BUDA-PESTH, Jan. 16.—In the lower 
house of the Hungarian parliament today 
Premier Coloman de Szell informed the dep- 
uties that under the recent ausgleich agree- 
ment a customs alliance between Austria 
and Hungary had been aanetnpes for ten 
years.

OLD MANUSCRIPT BIBLE FOUND. 


Ancient Parchment Discovered in Syria 
Is Expected to Clear Up Many 
Disputed Points. 


TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Jan. 16.—What is Claimed to be 
the oldest biblical manuscript extant was 
discovered lately in Syria and is now in safe 
keeping at Cairo. Jt comprises the Penta-_ 
teuch, written in Samaritan characters on 
gazelle rchment, and its date in the year 
113 of the Moslem era, which is equivalent to, 
the year 735 A. D. It is declared far older 
than any of the Hebrew biblical manuscripts 
in the libraries.of Europe or America. It is 
stated that the, oldest manuscript in the 
British museum Is of the year 1339.A. D., and 
this has hitherto been supposed to be the 
oldest.in the world. The newly discovered 
manuscript contains immediately after the 
Decalogue a passage of about fifteen lines 
that does not exist in the authorized version. 
It is claimed that this passage ts likely to 
clear up several long disputed points.

FRENCH DEPUTY COLLAPSES AS 
HE ADDRESSES CHAMBER. 


Sensational Scene Comes in Debate on 
Interpellation of the Government— 
Ministry Is Sustained in Forbidding

THE PRISON LABOR QUESTION. | 

The use made now of convict labor in the 
Illinois penitentiaries is illegal ‘and must 
@ease. The legislature has to devise a new 
method of handling convict labor. A_ bill. 
has been prepared providing that the‘ pris- 
oners shall be set to work at the manufac- 
ture of articles needed at the state institu- 
tions, whose officers are to be forbidden to 
buy in the open market when they can be 
supplied from the prisons. If the supply 
ts large enough county institutiohs will be 
allowed to buy the prison made goods... 

The theory of the bill is that little machin- 
ery, or motive;power shalk-bé used-in the 
prison industries, but ‘that: hand and foot 
power may be used to the.utmost. This 
will restrict tle output and will 
limit the articles which can be made. The 
needs of the state institutions are so diversi- 
fied, however, that there are many. kinds of 
| goods which can be made ‘at the prisons with 
no perceptible interference. with free. labor. 

The bill directs that special attention be 
given:to the’ manual training of prisoners 
that they may be the better able to take | 
care of themselves after they are released. 
This is a point to which Gov. La Follette 
refers in that part of his message relating 
to the convict. labor question in Wisconsin. 
He says it is essential for the welfare of the 
-eonvicts that they shall be employed, and it 
is ‘ equally. important that they shall be | 
employed in some line of industry which will 
enable them to earn a livelihood in that line 
of industry when discharged from prison.” 
* Prisoners at Joliet who are not fit for better 
labor may properly be employed in crushing 
stohe to be used in making hard roads. 
Some of them may be employed, as has been 
suggested,.in the improvement of the [lli- 
nois and Michigan canal, but where a man 
has the intelligence to learn a trade he should 
be taught a trade. 


"The bill which has been referred to alsa 
provides that. 10 per cent of the earnings of 
the prisoners shall be credited to the prison- 
ers as a reward for good conduct, to be paid 
-them when they are discharged or to persons 
‘dependent on them,. This is an excellent 
idea, but the earnings will not be latge, for, 
‘Owing to the desire to avoid'the use of ma- 
chinery wherever possible, the cost of pro- 
duction of the prison made goods Will be 
such that a big profit cannot be made on 
‘them, even though the institutions which 
take them will have to pay the regular mar- | 


ket price for them. 


There has been in operation. for some 
Fiyears in the state of New York the method 
of employing convict labof whieh it»is pro- 
shall be introduced in Illinois. 
will be advisable for the general assembly. 
to find out how satisfactorily that method 
has worked and what defects, if any, have 
been discovered. Then it will be able to leg- | 


islate more intelligently. . 


One fact which the general assembly must 
face is that any new system of handling 
prison labor which may be adopted will cost 
the state more than the existing system does, | 
but the increased expense must be met 
cheerfully. Nevessarily ‘it costs more to run 
prisons when convicts are dealt with as men 
.who may be reformed and made useful mem- 
bers of society than it does under the old 
barbaric fashion of working the ‘convict like 
a slave to get the largest possible return for 


the state from his labor. 


EDUCATION AND THE NEGRO PROBLEM. 
The reception which was given a few 
nights ago in Philadelphia by the American 
Social Science to

striving to develop public sentiment in fayor 
of education in the south, and to the general 
education board, which stands prepated to 
furnish financial agsistance to southern com- 
munities which are not able to maintain a.

Undoubtedly the railroads, 
with which Yt has competed, would be 
pleased with this sdlution of the problem. It 
would not be acceptable to the commercial 
interests of New /York City or to western 
| producers, who believe the canal has served 
to keep down freight rates and secure them 

better prices. ‘The proposition *hat the 
canal be so improved that 1,000 ton barges 
may use itifrom Buffalo to New York City 
‘will meet with approval in the west. That 
ig the plea which is most favored by New 
Yorkers who desire.the preservation of the 
canal. | 

The cost ‘is the great obstacle. A bill 
has been introduced authorizing the expendi- 
ture of $81,000,000 on the canal, This is 
not so much perhaps as a 1,000 tom barge 
plan will cdst before it is completed, but it 
is enough to alarm the taxpayers, especially 
in the rural districts. But while a state 
‘hesitates to/spend tens of millions of dol- 
lars: on gingle public work,; a railroad 
corporation betrays no such hesitation. The 
Pennsylvania coripany is about to spend 
$50,000,000 to get into the:city of New 
York. The, railroad’ company will profit 
by the expenditure. _The state of New York | 
will profit by the improvement of the canal: 
‘The state is timid and the corporation is 
courageous, 

Conditions have changed wonderfully since 
the canal wag built. Then states alone could. 
venture upom such undertakings. There 
was little capital in the country at the com- 
mand of private individuals. The states 
had credit and could borrow abroad. It 
was because. the states could get money 
while private imdividual’ or corporations 
could not that Illinois and other states went 
into the construction of railroads and other 
publie works. which Would be left now to 
private enterprise. The states were not 
influenced by “ municipal ownership ” the-: 
ories to embark in undertakings which were 
generally unprofitable—as in Illinois. 

The credit of New York is such that it 
can get all the money needed to make the 
Erie canal of great value to the state and 
to the west.‘ If the state will not do the 
‘work, nobody else will. New York ought 
to have the courage to appropriate at hast 
$80,000,000 to modernize the Erie canal. 
Small appropriations for trivial improve 
ments will be money. thrown away. »

The bank of Zurich declined to comply with | 
his demand, and the grand duke thereupon 
endeavored at least to ascertain what was 
becoming of the interest oh the~ 4,000,000 
florins, and whether it was going to swell 
the capital. The-bank of Zurich refused to 
give any definite information, but managed 
to satisfy the grand duke to such an extent 
that his brother was still alive and was him- 
self drawing the interest on the capital con- 
fided to it, that he abstained from taking any

Archduke Louis, as I explained the other 
day in these letters, is quite as odd and ec- 
centric as the other members of the Tuscan 
branch of the house of Hapsburg, and when 
he is not. living the life of a patriarch in his 
island home. he is cruising about on board 
his steam yacht, occasionally spending a 
‘few weeks at Trieste. 

Leopold asserts that his brother, Archduke 
Peter, and the latter's wife, as well as some 
of their attendants, who were all acquainted 
with Archduke John and with his appear- 
ance, noticed last spring during the few 
hours that Archduke Leopold's yacht an- 
chored off Cannes, a man who seemed to be , 
endeavoring to screen himself from the gaze 
of those who were on shore, and who bore a 
most striking resemblance to the missing- 
John Orth. The’ yacht left before any steps 
could be taken to ascertain the identity of 
the stranger, and as Arthduke Louis is the 
most silent and reserved of men, he is the 
last person likely to give any satisfaction to 
the curiosity of those who may address them- 
selves to him for information ‘about his 


If John Orth is really alive and with his 
brother, Archduke Louis, it would be inteér- 
esting to ascertain what has become of his 
actress wife, whom he.married in London, 
of his ship, and of the’members of the crew 
which sailed on board of it with him from 
Montevidec, bound for Valparaiso. 

The marine insurance on the ship has been 
paid to the lawyer to whom John Orth, prior 
to his departure, gave a power of attorney to 
collect it if necessary.

‘‘ He held strongly. that scientific truth can 
never be really at variance with divine 
truth, but he considered that men are too 
apt to mistake what they personally hold 
to be true for the absolute truth. On this 
account, when I asked him whether he con- 
sidered the motto, ‘Truth Against the 
World,’ a wise one to be used by people in 
general, he answered: ‘ No, I don't exactly 
think that would be a wise motto to be pro- 
posed for universal adoption, because if 
each man were to stick himself up with his 
own ideas of truth against all the rest of 
mankind and blurt out these ideas in the 
faces of everybody else each would be a 
great bore.”

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ELIA W. PEATTIE ON LANIER’S 
ERHAPS Sidney Lanier was never 
happier in that short life’of his, which 
encompassed unusual sorrows and 
joys, than when he delivered before a 
class at the Peabody Institute and at 
Johns Hopkins university a series of lectures 
on Shakspeare, now embodied in two fine 
volumes entitled “Shakespeare and His 
Forerunners.”” Lanier, who had his own 
way of doing everything, had hie particular 
fashion of approaching. Shakspeare. He 
saw in the English master not so much the 
representative of the westward winging 
Renaissance—the Itallanated English—as 
the logical outcomé of English genius. Most 
commentators bring to the study of Shaks- 
peare a better knowledge of the Latin and 
Greek than of old English. They submit 
unconsciously to the standards imposed 
upon them by continental Europe. Lanier, 
with more logic and while admitting Shaks- 
peare’s debt to Spain, Italy, and other coun- 
tries, has studied him as an Englishman, 
dominated by English ideas and mak- 
ing epic the English tongue.. He says: 
“No person can be said to have a fairly 
philogophic idea, either of the English lan- 
guage or of English poetry, who is unac- 
quainted with the beautiful literature of our 
Anglo-Saxon ancestors 
“I marvel day by day at the state into 
which the study of the English lan- 
guage has fallen, both in England 
and in America. We pursue Greek, 
other 
| except English. 
How many are there among us who know 
‘the true glory of the Anglo-Saxon tongue? 
You will find 10,000 men in the United States 
who can read Homer’s poems to one who 
can read Beowulf; and yet one is an epic of 
a people on the other side of the world, while 
Beowulf is our own English epic. You will 
find 10,000 men in the United States who have 
some fair idea of the first five years of classic 
poetry to one who has any idea of the first 
500 years of English poetry, for... 
while Chaucer seems old to our century there 
was an English poetry which was as old 
to Chaucer as Chaucer’s poetry isto us, and 
this poetry, I complain, isitg.al intents and 
purposes absolutely unknowg to the English 
speaking people. In our schools provision is 
made to study every language except old 
English, and yet without old (nglish no man 
can clearly grasp the genius of modern Eng- 
lish,’"’ 


It might be said to this that Oxford, after 
having, with turmoil, accepted the humani- 
tiés as promulgated by the Italian Renais- 
sance, became as obdurate in her reform as 
she had been in her resistance, and while uni- 
versities in the united kingdom—particularly 
the University of Wales—have had their 
learned doctors of the archaic tongues of the 
British isles, still, the idea of the supreme im- 
portance of Latin, once bitterly contested at 
Oxford, but finally accepted, has held over 
the English speaking world. Oxford remains 
the criterion, and in matters of pure scholar- 
ship other universities.take the cue from her, 
however much they may surpass her in 
practical knowledge. 

The commentator is ordinarily a kill joy. 
Every true lover of the “ gai science ’’ of 
poetry avoids him—for the genuine lover of 
poetry is seldom a scholar. His learning is 
more intuitive than exact, and at 16 he will 
respond to the passion of a great poet as 
the scholar may never be able to do after 
a life of faithful and profound study. Syn- 
tax is no stimulant to the perceptions, and 
the student of languages may prove a poor 
judge of the esoteric meaning of true song. 

But Lanier was himself a poet. He first 
felt the splendor of Shakspeare’s line and 
then commented upon it, Ang while, the 
reader cannot but refiect that some of his 
excellently formulated theories would have 
instructed Shakespeare, still the fact remains 
that the theories were true. Genius obeys 
laws without understanding them, even as 
do the tides of the sea and the winds of heav- 
en. The formulators of thought, the tabu- 
lators of ideas and methods make it their 
business to observe the workings of the ge- 
nius who, unconsciously to himself, exempli- 
fles their wisdom. 


Lanier must have been a charming man in 
the classroom. He gave of himself with the 
nalveté of a Frenchman. Whatever came 
to him to say he said. Like Stevenson, he 
lived in whatever he was doing, and when 
he held the pedant’s place he illuminated it 
with a generous, humorous, eloquent, and 
decorative mind. He was always aware of 
the relation of things—always conscious of 
the corelated harmonies of life, love, thought, 
art, literature, and labor. Yesterday 
throbbed for him almost as vitally as today, 
and he did not propose to be cheated out of 
rich friendships because some of the men he 
happened to like best were passed away be- 
fore he arrived on the scene. 

I remember I felt much the same way two 
winters ago when I was in the valley of Lynn 
in the Blue Ridge mountains, where Lanier 
passed his last days. I regretted inexpressi- 
bly that I. could not hear Lanier’s exclama- 
tions over those delicate dawns, those kindly 
fastnesses, those long pine-shadowed paths, 
those capricious mountain streams, those 
changing mists and mysteries of distance. 
Yet I said to myself: ‘I shall not be cheated 
of your companionship. Well I know how 
you would have laughed at the haste of that 
foolish little cloud, and what delight you 
would have had in the luscious odor of these 
red buds, and in the efflorescence of those 
blossoming Judas trees. I insist on hearing 
all you have to say about these matters.” 


And indeed it is no fancy that there came 
to me an appreciation, plus my own, that 
the phraseology of one who thought better 
and with more grace than myself, enriched 
my solitude. Out of the palpitant silence 
the poet, who was reluctant to leave scenes 
so fair, came back to claim another hour 
of comradeship. 

With something of the same certainty of 
response, Lanier has spoken to Shakspeare, 
and because Lanier was above all things 
a musician he -has made extraordinary 
claims for Shakspeare in that direction. 
Of course, the myriad minded man does not 
fail him, as he has never failed any who 
explored his pages to find their specialty 
expressed. Lanier made much of what 
may be termed the occultism of verse and 
always enjoyed talking of the pitch and 
tone color of it. He was one of those semi- 
mystics, with the super observant eye, who 
always saw in form. in color, and sound 
the trinity which expressed itself in vary- 
ing mediums in every achievement of art. 
These intellectual refinements may not com- 
mend themselves to the matter of fact, but 
the matter of fact are not wont at any time 
to amuse themselves studying the science 
and the spirit of verse. 


This work of Mr. Lanier’s has never be- 
fore been collated. It has been edited by 
Henry Wysham Lanier, his son, who has 
written an excellent introduction—one which 
would, however, have been more enjoyable 
ha@ he referred, quite naturally, to Mr. La- 
nier as his father, instead of referring 
to him with reserve and labored pro- 
priety. I don't know how it may bein the 
east, but out west we take no offense when 
a man, without self-consciousness, refers 
to a great man as his father—in fact, the self- 
consciousness appears rather in his neglect 
te do so.

France needs her daughter, at least so the 
Bonapartists determine, for the little Eaglet 
lies dying in his Austrian home, and Liberty 
cries for the child of Napoleon to free her 
from the tyranny of Louis Philippe. Talley- 
rand, together with the ancient and devoted 
Marshal Victor of the days of the empire and 
‘the young son of Marshal Ney, makes a pil- 
grimage to the home of the captain in whom 
Napoleon placed so much trust. There they 
find their sovereign the despot of the Fitz- 
gerald household, which consists of the old 
captain and his three strong hearted sons.

BOOK AND OTHER LONDON TOPICS. |

ONDON, Dec. 31.—The event of the 
week is the publication of “ The Nova 
Solyma,"" the romance attributed to 
John Milton. There can be little doubt 
that it is the work of Milton. It was 
originally published when Milton was about 
40 years old, but it was published anony- 
mously, and no one seems to have given 
Milton the credit of authorship. ‘It was 
written in Latin, and the present transla- 
tion is the work of the Rev. W. Bogley. 
Milton as a novelist does not in the least 
resemble the novelists of today. There is 
no prisoner of Zenda, no Mulvaney, no Rich- 
The 
or does not discuss the new woman nor 


@dweil upon the sex problem. The book be- 


longs to the same class as More's “ Utopia,” 
and is, if anything, more ti e. Certain 
travelers are supposed to to Jerusalem, 
which is in the hands of Christianized Jews 
and has become a model city. There they 
find everything regulated as it should be 
and are correspondingly delighted: No one 
has ever discovered any resemblance be- 
tween Mr. Wells and Milton, but there are 
few persons who would not prefer “ When 
the Sleeper Wakes" to “ The New Solyma.” 

It is probably impossible for any person 
of the speaking race to form an un- 


‘prejudiced judgment of Milton. We are all. 


brought up to reverence him as the greatest 
English master of prose and verse. We 
have. inherited this belief through many 
generations, and although in some quarters 
it has now become the faghion to regard the 
bible as an overrated book, no one dares to 
think of Milton as an overrated writer. I 
remember what a shock it gave me when 
I first read Taine’s estimate of Milton. It 
was like reading blatant blasphemy. But in 
point of fact, how many of us have read 
“ Paradise Lost’’ from the beginning to 
the end? Did any one ever know a man 
who had read “ Paradise Regained "’ except 
in order to be able to boast of that athletic 
feat? And as for Milton's prose works, 


which we all unhesitatingly assert to be 


unequaled in grandeur and beauty, do any 
of us read them for the second time? Had 
“The Nova Solyma’”’ been written by any 
one except Milton no one would dream of 
reading it, or, rather, of attempting to read 
it; for I do not believe that any reader will 
faithfully go through the whole book unless 
he is suffering from. insomnia and is. in 
search of something to put him to sleep. 
It is to the last degree tedious and unprofit- 
able. If the average Vassar girl could not 
write a book after the same pattern that 
would be less tedious, then the higher edu 
cation of women is a failure. 
Doubtless Milton was a great poet, perhaps 
the greatest of English poets, but why shepid 
we pretend to enjoy his ponderous prose 
writings, with their tiresome Latin, when, 
as a matter of fact, we cannot read them 
except asa duty? Doubtless there aremany 
persons who will insist that “The Nova 
Solyma” is a great work and one which 
every pérson of taste must admire, but that 
will not alter the fact that it is really dull. 
Whatever else Milton may have been, he was 
not a heaven-sent novelist, and his * Nove 
Solyma"’ strikes me as being altogether the 
worst of the several books of the same sort 
which have from time to time wearied Eng- 
lish readers. Let us clear our minds of cant 
in regard to Milton, as in regard to other 
things. He could no more write a romance 
than Mr. Hall. Caine could write an epic. 
He was not a universal genius, and unless we 
are to inherit our opinions, instead of form- 
ing them for ourselves, we must admit thet 
even as a poet he was not free from faults. 


Mr. W. T. Stead is about to try an experi- 
ment in his Review of Reviews. He pro- 
poses to publish a serial story, which shall 
deal with the events of each month and shall 
run on forever. This will be an entirely new 
sort of novel. Of course, it can have no plot, 
but it may nevertheless be full of adventure, 
and there is no reason why it shonld not con- 
tain live characters. It will probably be the 
work of many different hands, for no one 
writer would be willing to take a contract to 
write an endless novel. Even Mr. Crockett, 
who does not hesitate to write four simulta- 
neous novels with one hand s behind 
him and a heavy knapsack on his back, would 
decline to begin a novel which should never 
come to an end. We may expect to see all 
sorts of reforths and peculiar views advo- 
cated in the Endless Romance, for Mr. Stead 
is nothing if not a reformer. It may safely 
bo prophesied that the hero of the romance 
will be a pro-Boer; a Little Englander; a 
spiritualist; a friend of purity; a teetotaler; 
an advocate of women’s rights, and a friend 
of peace, democracy, and new things gen- 
erally. It is to be hoped that Mr. Stead’s 
disembodied correspondent, “ Julia,”” who 
sends him communications from the other 
world, will be the heroine of the romance. 
We have had a good many different sorts of 
heroines, but a heroine from the other world, 
with a fondness for writing endless letters, 
would be a novelty. | 


Mr. Prank Bullen was entertained at the 
Authors’ club the other day, and he made ae 
short speech in which he told how he came to 
be an author. It was because he was at the 
time earning small wages, and wanted to 
better himself. So he wrote his first book, 
for which he received £100. It was favorably 
reviewed in the Times, and the result was 
that he became a successful author. I was 
not present at the dinner, and ao cannot say 
whether the omission of any reference to Mr. 
Kipling was the fault of the reporter, or 
whether Mr. Bullen for reasons of his own 
failed to mention Mr. Kipling’s name, But 
the simple fact is that Mr. Kipling made Mr. 
Bullen by writing a warm eulogy of Mr. 
Bullen’s first book, and giving him authority 
to use it as an advertisement. Thebook was 
certainly a good one, and no man begrudges 
Mr. Bullen the success which he has 
achieved, and which he certainly merits, but 
I doubt much if his book would ever have 
attracted attention had it not been for the 
generous way in which Mr. Kipling camé to 
his support. I, for one, read the book solély 
because I had first read what Mr. Kipling 
said about it, and it Is probable that the ma- 
jority of the early readers, who read the book 
when it was first put on the market, read it 
for the same reason. Very likely Mr. Bullen 
had excellent reasons for not publicly recog- 
nizing what Mr. Kipling had done for him, 
and, as I have already suggested, it is possi- 
ble that he did make some mentidn of Mz. 
Kipling which escaped the reporter. But the 
fact remains that Mr. Bullen was first 
brought into. notice by Mr. Kipling, and there 
is no reason why that fact should be forgot- 
ten. Mr. Kipling has helped many young 
authors, though he does not publigh the fact; 
but I know of no instance in which his help 
was more swift and satisfactory in its results 
than in the case of Mr. Bullen’s first book. 


Miss Mary Cholmondeley’s “Moth and 
Rust” is having a good sale. It isa clever 
book fn many respects. At any rate, the 
author has worked over it, and conscien- 
tilously striven to do her best.’ She is fond of 
sentiment and occasionally comes perilously 
near to the margin of “ gush,” but her good 
sense, as a rule, saves her. The book is in- 
teresting and bright, for Miss Cholmondeley 
is at times genuinely witty. Still itisa book 
which will attract those who prefer women’s 
books to men’s books, rather than those who 
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prefer books that do not betray the sex of 
the author. Nobody could’ read dozen 
pages of “‘ Moth and Rust’’ without know- 
ing that it was written by a woman. Books 
of which this is true belong in a elass by 
themselves, but it is a class in which many 
people taka the greatest interest. 


At the risk of repeating myself, and of 
earning the accusation of partiality, I must 

@neé more speak of Conrad's “ Youth” and 
the magnificent reception it has had from the 
. press. To me “ Youth ’’ appeals as no other 
‘story ever has appealed. It cannot be com- 
pared with Kipling’s work, for it belongs to 

‘an entirely different class, but if I were to 

-.. ask myself which of the two stories is the 
greater, “The Drums of the Fore and Aft * 

or “ Youth,” I should not know how to an- 
swer. The strength, the beauty, the poetry 

of “Youth” make it stand alone among 
English stories. I have not yet heard one 
dissenting voice in regard to the book. The 
praise that it has received is unanimous, and 

the different critics rival one another in 
their efforts to express their admiration of it. 


“Round the Horn Before the Mast,” by 
Mr: A. B. Lubbock, is good reading. Itis the 
plain story of a young Englishman of good 
position who shipped as an ordinary seaman 
for a voyagaina sailing ship from San Fran- 
Cisco to England. Perhaps only those who, 
like himself, have fought with the hurri- 
cane on the topsail yard, and struggled for 
life with the blinding, choking seas that 
break over the rail, can fully appreciate the 
. truthfulness of Mr. Lubbock’s narrative, but 
nevertheless every one will find it interest- 
ing. Why Mr. Lubbock should have gone to 
sea for pleasure, when he might have gone 
back to England in a Pullman car, and the 
saloon of a North German Lloyd racer, most 
people will fail to see. But he evidently had 
the love of adventure and the desire to face 
and conquer hardship which is found in so 
many young Englishmen, and which pricked 
them forward in the path of empire building. 


Mme. Sarah Bernhardt has an article in 
the Cornhill on the ‘‘ Moral Influence of the 
Mme. Bernhardt as a moralist is 
well calculated to attract attention. Judg- 
‘ang by her article she is heartily in favor of

A collection of papers by the late William 
Morris has just been published with the 
title “‘ Architecture, Industry, and Wealth.” 

_ It shows us Morris as he. was, a true poet, 
an earnest philanthropist, a tremendous 
hater, and a persistently wrong-headed man. 

It has always seemed to me one of the sad- 

» dest things that Morris lacked so completely 
the power of seeing things as they are. He 
lived in imagination, both as a poet and a 
philanthropist, and his socialism was as im- 
possible as the fairy law of his poems. But 
Morris could not be otherwise than readable, 
The present collection 
contains passages of English that are worthy 
of Ruskin, and pages of criticjsm that are as 
bad as anything that Ruskin ever gave us, 
even in the days when we regarded him as 
\ infallible and listened reverently to every- 
thing that he said. As a prophet I prefer 
Mr. Wells to Morris, judging by the speci- 
mens of prophesy which are found in this 

_ yolume, He evidently at times mistook him- 
self for a modern Isaiah. It was certainly a 
decided mistake.

looked for. We are reminded in the preface 
that “‘ vague ideas exist of the high culture 
of Germany, of the thorough technical train- 
ing, and of the enormous capacity fortaking 
pains, which qualifications the typical Ger- 
man possesses to a high degree... These char- 
acteristics might be expected by an outsider 
to give Germany a decided superiority in 
the struggle for material and political de- 
velopment. Those, however, who have lived 
on the inside know that these great ad- 
vantages are offset by dangers and weak- 
nesses.’’

He recalls the remark of William 
Il. a fortnight after his accession to the 
throne. “‘ We will make short work of the 
socialist movement,” he told Prince Bis- 
marck. “Leave that to me. I shall win 
them over to my side within a year.”” Four- 
teen years have elapsed and the socialist 
party has grown to more than double the 
strength it then possessed. In the number 
of its votes it represents today one-quarter 
of the German people, but according to the 
author that estimate is below the truth. 
Socialists are omnipresent. They -may be 
found in every circle, from laborers and 
servants up to ‘the court and entourage of 
the emperor Bimself. .In the fact that at 
least one out Of every four men one meets 
in Germany belongs te an organization 
which has tnseribed upon its banners the 
obliteration of the present state of govern- 
ment, the abolition of monarchies, and the 
supercession of the immense standing army 
by a vaster body of militia—a party, in fine, 
that looks upon the present state as its mor- 
tal enemy—a foreigner is well astonished. 
At the expense of the liberal factions the 
socialist vote has increased from 312,000 
in 1878-’79 to 2,107,000 in 1898. The industrial 
and manfacturing centers of population and 
nearly all the Jarge cities, with their rap- 
idly growing population of operatives, have 
become strongly socialistic. There is an 
early possibility of socialism becoming the 
dominant legislative factor in imperial af- 
fairs. But, even should the socialists obtain 
control of the reichstag, it is no longer cer- 
tain that the original party program framed 
by Marx and Engels would be carried out. 


Of the orthodox socialism that was taught 
up to a decade ago, an integral and vital 
part was the dream of a bloody uprising of 
the lower against the upper classes and 
the present form of government, to be fol- 
lowed by a complete reorganization of soci- 
ety on the lines of state control of all the 
means of production and distribution. 

With German socialism, however, a strong 
counter current has been developed during 
the last ten or a dozen years. Our author 
testifies to the reality and importance of 
this nhenomenon. 

“There has been a steady and increasing 
inclination to lop off from the parent tree 
these revolutionary branches and to confine 
the party, in creed as well, as in practical 
aims, to a get of reforms-which. radical as 
they are and diametrically opposed to the 
close interests of the dominating factors in 
Germany, could nevertheless be carried out 
on peaceable lines and could easily find a 
place within the present order of society. 
In its main features this revised program, 
though out of deference to the feeling of their 
old time leaders it has not been adopted in 
s0 many words, not even at the last party 
convention, is that of a radical reform and 
labor party. It includes state control of all 
factories, mines, shipyards, etc., with the 
voices of the owners and those of the tolflers 
codrdinated, and it provides for a minimum 
of wages and a maximum of hours of labor. 
It does away, however, with any violent 
upheaval, accompanied by forcible dispos- 
session, and it does away with nearly every 
paragraph in the earlier creed to which other 
political parties, no matter how friendly dis- 
posed otherwise as to the just demands of 
labor, have had all along strong objections.”’ 

Mr. von Schierbrand, for his part, has no 
doubt that, although this new program has 
not so far been formally adopted by the so- 
cialists of Germany as a party, largely for 
sentimental reasons, an overwhelming pro- 
portion of their voters have really accepted 
it as their true aim and wish.

“The Smoke and the Flame,”’ by Charles 
F. Dole, is an illuminating sketch of the 
growth of religion.

He likens Jesus’ life and 
teachings to a pure white flame bursting out 
of the smoldering fire in native, childish.

P The patrons of the Chicago orchestra as- 
sembled in large numbers at the Auditorium 
yesterday afternoon, and the approval lav- 
ished on Mr. Thomas and his band of players 
told of complete satisfaction with this pro- 
gram scheme. How beautiful in its harmo- 
nic clarity and melodic naturalness the 
Haydry symphony seemed! No straining for 
‘‘ effects,’”’ no trying to picture scenes or 
events, no voicing of intense emotions—just 
pure, sweet music, written with no other 
purpose than to be music such as would 
charm the ear and appeal to tlie sense of the 


beautiful, 


Formal? Yes, but satisfying and pleasing 
just because of that. It is music that rests 
and refreshes, music that sets you a-dream- 
ing, and when it is ended leaves you con- 
tent and freed from the vexations and irri- 
tations of this hurrying, wearing life of ours. 
It is music such as it is good for us to hear 
now and again, and when given as it was 
by the orchestra yesterday, with all its 
spirit of happiness revealed, all its sim- 
plicity and beauty made patent, it becomes 
a message of peace and jéyousness to which 
it is not only a happiness but a benefit to 
listen. 

The symphony—the one in B flat, No. 8 in 
the Breitkopf and Hartel edition—had not 
been played here before. It proved “ true 
Haydn’’ and of the best quality. The 
adagio is an especially lovely, slow move- 
ment, and the finale is delightful in the 
brightness of its themes, and the genial and 
interesting manner in which such attractive 
results are obtained from material so simple. 


Beethoven was represented by the ton’ 
certo for violin, the solo part being played 
by Cornelius Franke, the second concert- 
master of the orchestra. It was the first 
time Mr. Franke had been heard here since 
his arrival from Europe and curiosity was 
therefore far from dormant. 

It may be said at once that the newcomer 
by his work yesterday established himself 
firmly in the high favor of his auditors and 
won the respect and approval of the critical 
and discriminative. He plays with the ease 
and confidence of one accustomed to public 
appearance as soloist, and he gave evidence 
of being the possessor not only of musician- 
ship, artistic taste, and technical proficien- 
cy but also of an enjoyable amount of tem- 
perament and poetic sensibility. 

The tone he won yesterday from his instru- 
ment—a Stradivarius of great value, from 
the Hawley collection—was not large, but 
of unusual sweetness and fine carrying 
power. There seemed to be some difficulty 
in keeping the violin in perfect tune, but 
aside from this occasional deviation from 
pitch the player’s intonation was satis- 
factory, and particularly in the higher posi- 
tions the tone was of noticeable purity and 
beauty. 

Technically, the performance was clean, 
clear, and fluent—no sensational displays of 
virtuosity, but adequate facility and pro- 
ficiency to make smooth and finished all 
that had to be done. Interpretatively, the 
noble work was delivered with admirable 
appreciation of its poetic and emotional 
qualities. Sticklers for “ tradition ’’ and the 
“ élassic spirit’ possibly would have found 
the reading somewhat too abundant in senti- 
ment, but to those who believe that Beetho- 
van was @ man of passion, a poet, and a 
romanticist, the emotion and poetry Mr. 
Franke put into his interpretation yesterday 
will not have been objectionable. 

The Larghetto was especially marked by 
this spirit of dreamy, tender sentiment, and, 
as manliness and strength were at no time 
wanting, the interpretaion was one of more 
than customary satisfactoriness. An encore 
was insisted upon, and responded to with 
the Romanza from Ries’ G major Suite. 

Following the intermission came the Pre- 
lude and Finale from “ Tristan and Isolde.’’ 
Many inspiring performances of this same 
marvelous excerpts from the great Wag- 
néerian love poem have been enjoyed at the 
hands of Mr. Thomas and the orchestra, but 
it seemed yesterday that never before had 
they infused into the reading so much of the 
spirit of ecstatic: exaltation and of intense 
but slowly culminating passion. 
The tempo was slow, unduly so, it seemed 
at the commencement of both the Prelude 
and the * Liebes-Tod,’’ but later it was seen 
that this deliberateness only intensified the 
power and overwhelming intensity of the 
final climax, It was a performance long to 
be remembered, one of which the players 
may with justice be proud, and for which all 
who heard may well be grateful. | 
But never has the artificiality and super- 
ficiality of Liszt stood mbdre pronouncedly 
revealed than it did yesterday when his 
** Festklaenge’’ was played immediately 
after the Wagner selection. The symphonic 
poem had not been heard here before, and it 
proved one of the vainest and most tinseled 
of that numerous showy musical progeny the 
Abbé Franz left the world. 
It is pompous and important to the last de- 
gree, and it is filled with the mighty herald- 
ings Of things vastly impressive which are 
‘destined never to materialize. One hears 
and prepares to be moved by the tremendous 
message that is about to be proclaimed, and 
when that message arrives, if it does arrive, 
it is the veriest commonplace, spoken with 
oracular dignity and no end of pomp and 
circumstance, but of wondrously little sig- 
nificance. There is abundant fuss and poth- 
er, but nothing worth the waiting for. 

The orchestra played the work with splen- 
did spirit, but even such a performance could 
not conceal the musical emptiness of the 
composition itself. The program will be 
given tonight at the concert at’8:15 o’clock.

DISMISS APPEAL OF GIN. 


APPELLATE JUDGES HOLD THEY 


HAVE NO JURISDICTION. 


Because a Freehold Is Involved the 
Van Buren Street Tunnel Manda- 
mus Case Mast Go to Supreme Court 
~In Verchofsky-Fricdman Family 
Controversy Case Ruling of Lower 
Tribunal Stands—Conflicting Testi- 
mony Not Sifted. 


On the ground that it has no jurisdiction 


the Appellate court yesterday dismissed the 
appeal of the city of Chicago from the judg- 


ment of the Circuit court refusing a writ | 


of mandamus directing the West Chicago 
Street railroad company to lower its tunnel 
at Van Buren street so as to provide fora 
depth of water of twenty-one feet. The re- 
viewing court declares that because a free- 
hold is involved the case should have been 
taken to the Supreme court. 

“The question of the power of the city 
of Chicago to compel the defendant to lower 


its tunnel is not involved,”’ says the court. 
“If the proceeding under consideration fn- 


volves a franchise or a freehold, then this 
court has no jurisdiction. 

“It is manifest that if a freehold is not 
involved in an’attempt to compel the lower- 
ing of the tunnel four feet, a freehold would 
not be involved in an attempt to compel the 
company to lower its tunnel twenty feet 
and to deprive it of all right to use or occupy 
twenty feet of the space beneath the bottom 
pf the river now occupied by the tunnel.”

COMMISION MEN END WORK: 
WANT FREIGHT RULE CHANGED. 


Declare Standard of Carload Shipments 
Should Be Reduced — Banquet and 
Election of Officers. 


The National League of Commission Mer- 
chants of the United States, which closed 
its eleventh annual meeting at the Audito- 
rium yesterday afternoon,. instructed its 
committee on transportation to make an ef- 
fort to induce the railroad companies to 
reduce the standard for carload shipments 
from 30,000 to 24,000 pounds. In many cases, 
it is said, the weight of a carload of produce 
does not reach the car weight limit, and 
must be shipped at the higher rates charged 
for carload fractions, although the load com- 
pletely fills the car. This has been a griev- 
ance of the commission merchants for many 
years, and an effort is to be made now to 
abolish the high weight limit.

MEETING TO CONSIDER TROUBLE 
IN IMMIGRANT BUSINESS. 


Withdrawal of the Rock Island from 
Berean Brings Need of Some Action 
—Session Adjourns Till Today With- 
out Reaching a Concluasion~—Great 
Sum to Be Spent for New Equipment 
and Betterments in the Coming 
Year—Statement of 'Frisco Sv«tem. 


Passenger traffic officials of all the roads 


in the western immigrant bureau were in 
session here yesterday considering the ef- 
fect of the Rock Island's withdrawal from 

the bureau. 

The Rock Island gave notice a week ago 
that it would make independent effort to 
secure a fair proportion of the immigrant 
business over its E! Paso line, but it gave 
ass#urance that it would act in harmony with 
the bureau on business via the Missouri 
river and Ogden. 

‘The Rock Island and Seuthern Pacific were 
not represented at the meeting. Some of 
the roads were in favor of making war on 
the Rock Island, but the majority did not 
think such a course judicious. Discussion 
took up the entire day and another meeting 
is to be held today. when it ts believed a 
settlement will be effected. 


Vast Sum for Improvements. 

Estimates of the ameunts to be spent by 
the rallroads of the ceuntry for new con- 
struction, equipments, and betterments this 
year involve hte enormous axgregate of 
$400,000,000. Not since the boom days of 
railroad building in the ‘70s has this record 
been equaled. 
have already announced their proposed ex- 
penditures for these purposes are: Santa 
Fé, $10,000,000: Rock Island, $8,000,000; 
Pennsylvania, $30,000,000; New York, Cen- 
tral and other Vanderbilt lines, $20,000,000; 
Wabash, $20,000,000; Baltimore and Ohio, 
$10,000,000; Missouri Pacific, $8,000,000; 


Union Pactfic, $10,000,000; and Southern Pa- 


cific, $10,000,000. 

In addition President James J. Hill of 
the Northern Securities company wil! spend 
$10,000,000 on the Great Northern, $12,000,000 
on the Northern Pacific, and $5,000,000 on 
the Burlington.

J. Pierpont Morgan will spend $22,00,000. 


Transportation Notes. 

The statement of the St. Louis and San 
Francisco for November shows a loss in 
surplus of $318,000, or over 1 per cent on the 
common stock. This makes earnings 
the entire system applicable to the comm 
stock for the last twelve months equivaient 
to about 4 per cent. Grogs earnings for the

HIGHER RATES ARE EXPLAINED. 
Railroads Submit Statements to the In- 


terstate Commerce Commission— 
Rebates Admitted. 


Washington D. C., Jan. 16.—The Pennsy!l- 
vania railroad, the Pennsylvania company 
{the Pennsylvania lines west of Pittsburg), 
the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western, 
and the Lehigh Valley railroad have sub- 
mitted to the inferstate commerce commis- 
sion statements that the increases In freight 
rates on grain and grain products, dressed 
meats and packing house products, and a 
few other commodities are merely restora- 
tions to a usual or reasonable basis and one 
justified: by increasing expenditures. 

The Pennsylvania railroad admits that 
during the six months ended Jan. }, 1902, it 
participated in the payment of rebates on 
shipments originating at points west of 
Pittsburg to the extent of approximately 
$110,000. From then until June 30 last the 
Pennsylvania says it paid no rebates, 

The Lehigh Valley replies that there has 
been no general advance in rates and none 
is contemplated. The rates on the com- 
modities mentioned had been reduced below 
a reasonable basis. 

The Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
says that in 1902, as compared with 1900, 
there was an average increase of about 
per cent in the cost of the main articles of 
supply. The increased cost for wages, be- 
ginning with the first of this year, is esti- 
mated at $500,000 annually.

MAY DELIVERY HOLDS AT THE 
*" TOP PRICE OF THE CROP. 


Realizing Sales Heavy on Early Ad- 


vance, but Strong English Markets 
and Northwest News, with Armour. 


Buying, Make Close Firm—Corn 
Easier on Heavy Country, Selling, 
but Exports Big—Oats Also Affected 
by Freer Country Purchases. 


Wheat reached the highest price of the crop 
for May at the opening yesterday, the top 
point of the December advance, 78%c, but 
under heavy realizing sales sank back \%c to 
Tic. From that point there was a4 rally 
on which all the loss was regained, with the 
close just under the top at 78%-%4c, a net 
gain of %c for theday. Theopening strength 
was on.the heavy Armour buying of the day 
before, and on the response by English mar- 
Kets to the advance here, Liverpool gaining 
%-%d, while London was %d to 14d higher. 
There might have been some Armour sell- 
ing on the early swell above 78c, although 
there were no. clear indications, but there 
was certainly heavy profit taking by outside 
longs and selling also by the local crowd, 
which was bearish. It needed Armour buy- 
ing to check the break, and there was enough 
of that to start the market up, probably 
1,500,000 ‘bu taken by this interest openly and 
thrvugh brokers. 

‘The recovery was helped finally by indica- 
tions that foreigners were still liberal buy- 
ers of cash wheat on the advance. The sea- 
board claimed sales of spring wheat at the 
highest prices on the crop, and bids for hard 
winter at the gulf: were in some instances lc 
higher than the day before.
